Sorenson Printing, Inc. of Minneapolis, 

Mr. Sorenson indicates that he 
expects to distribute several thou- 
sand copies of the depot print, which 
will include on its reverse side a 
brief story on the depot and its 
restoration by MTM. The project was 
developed by Sorenson in conjunction 
with an exhibit of his company's 
graphic arts process. The display 
will also include the original arte 
work with an announcement of the June 
15 opening ceremonies. 

Further evidence of the Sorenson 
Company's interest is an agreement, 
negotiated with MIM President Jim 
Harrison, to provide 5,000 copies 
of the high-quality print to the 
museum at an extremely low cost. It 
is anticipatec that the prints will 
be a popular item with visitors at 
the depot, where they c®uld be sold 
as a souvenier of the visit.
